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Injunction sought against NY Times 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Attorney General John N. Mitchell said 
today the Justice Department will seek an injunction later in the day 
to stop The New York Times from publishing top secret documents 
because this could “ result in irreparable injury to the national 
defense.” 
Mitchell said the department will seek a temporary restraining 
order to block publication of the Defense Department study on the 
Vietnam War pending a hearing on the request for an injunction. The 
action will be filed in U.S. District Court in New York City. 
Mitchell made the announcement in a news release which said an 
affidavit, attached to the complaint, stated that publication of 
excerpts from the Vietnam study “ has prejudiced the defense 
interests of the United States” and that publication of additional 
excerpts would further prejudice U.S. interests "and result in irrepa­ 
rable injury to the national defense.” 
The affidavit was signed by Fred Buzhardt, general counsel of the 
Defense Department. 
The complaint charges that the newspaper and a long series of its 
officials and reporters obtained “ without lawful authority and at a 
time and place and in a manner unknown" to the government certain 
documents consisting of 47 volumes entitled "History of U.S. Decision 
Making Process on Vietnam Policy.” 
In addition, the newspaper acquired a copy of "One Volume 
Command and Control Study of the Gulf of Tonkin Incident,” the 
complaint said. All the material is labeled top secret. 
In a front page story in today’s edition, the Times said it would not 
voluntarily halt publication, “believing that it is in the interest of this 
country to be informed of the material contained in this series of 
articles.” 


Earlier, Mitchell had asked the Times in a telegram to halt the 
publications, saying this was directly prohibited by provisions of the 
Espionage Act. 
Mitchell said the information contained in the series nad top secret 
classification and further publication would harm the defense 
interests of the United States. 


The government said Monday the report—which quotes from secret 
strategy 
meetings, diplomatic cables and 
military directives 
—contains highly sensitive information even though it deals with the 
period before 1968. 


A Justice Department spokesman said Harding Bancroft, Times 
executive vice president, asked what the government position would 
be if publication continued. 
“ The department would seek to enforce all applicable statutes and 
would seek an injunction to prevent further publication of the 
information,” said Assistant Attorney General Robert Mardian, in 
charge of the Internal Security Division. The department did not say 
when such action would be taken. 


The Times said it would “oppose any request for an injunction for 
the same reason that led us to publish the articles in the first place. 
We would of course abide by the final decision of the court.” 


The Pentagon study, which runs 40 volumes and took a year to 
complete, details U.S. involvement in Indochina from the Truman 
administration to the Johnson administration. It details a deeper and 
deeper commitment in Vietnam through the years and states that 
several policy decisions did not correspond with official public 
statements.

Egypt 
on 
alert

Political sources in Cairo said 
today Egypt had placed its Suez 
Canal defense forces on maximum 
alert 
following 
Israeli 
Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan’s warning 
that “the resumption of war may be 
imminent” in the Middle East. 
The Egyptian political sources 
said the Egyptians would not fire 
first but would react vigorously to 
any Israeli provocations along the 
waterway. 
The new crisis blew up Friday 
when Arab guerrillas opened fire 
with 
bazookas 
on 
an 
Israeli- 
chartered tanker in the Red Sea. 
Israel saw the attack as a threat to 
its sea lifelines. Egypt’s closing of 
the Tiran Strait entrance to the Gulf 
of Aqaba in 1967 helped precipitate 
the 1967 War. 
Tel Aviv Radio compared the 
tanker incident to the closure of the 
Tiran Strait at Sharm el Sheikh, and 
Dayan said, “The winds blowing in 
the Arab capitals tend more towards 
the resumption of the war than 
putting an end to it. Therefore, the 
resumption 
of

may 
be 
imminent.” 
Egyptian sources described this 
as grave over-reaction to the tanker 
incident and speculated the Israeli 
leaders might be trying to prepare 
their people for a cross canal raid 
designed to crush the Middle East 
peace prospects. 
UPI correspondent Nat Gibson, 
reporting from Cairo, said Egypt 
maintains its canal defense forces in 
a constant state of readiness but the 
troops are not known to have been 
placed on maximum alert since 
early March. 
It was in this period that the 
Middle East cease-fire passed from 
a formal agreement to a simple de 
facto truce, with both sides tacitly 
agreeing not to fire unless fired 
upon.

Do not 
go in and out the sts from 
one side of your work to the 
other. 


Then sew a row down in 
the same manner and cut off 
the end of the yam . 


Now, keep right on knit­ 
ting.— Best, Judy.

Assembly approves Lagomarsino bill 


SACRAMENTO - 
The 
California 
Assembly 
has 
unanimously approved a bill 
(SB 287» by Sen. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino setting aside 
625 square miles of the 
Santa Barbara Channel as a 
permanent 
oil-free 
sanctuary. 


The action, taken by the 
Assem bly 
Ju n e 
11, 
constitutes final passage ot 
the bill, which was approved 
by the Senate last April. The 
measure now goes to the 
Governor for signature. 


In essence, the bill places 
off limits to oil drilling all 
submerged 
lands 
under 
state control within three 
miles of 
the 
islands of 
Anacapa. Santa Cruz. Santa 
Rosa and San Miguel. 
Lagomarsino 
explained 
that the state already has an 


oil sanctuary running along 
16 miles of the coast and 
extending 
three 
miles 
seaward in front of the city 
of 
Santa 
Barbara. 
The 
fe d e ra l 
governm ent 
controls leasing in the area 
between 
the 
two 
sanctuaries. 
“ Hopefully, this action by 
the Legislature will give 
impetus to proposals now 
pending before Congress to 
create a sanctuary in the 
fe d e ra l 
lands. 
Lagomarsino said. 
He noted that the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Interior recently proposed 
cancellation of 35 of the 
federal 
leases, 
and 
that 
other 
bills 
propose 
a 
complete 
cessation 
of 
federal 
activity 
>n 
the 
channel. 
The state has had an 


administrative ban on oil 
drilling in the channel for 
the past 30 months, ever 
since a well blew out on a 
federal lease in January of 
1969. However, the federal 
government has continued 
to permit drilling beyond 
the three-mile limit, and the 
state now has a one billion 
dollar 
lawsuit 
pending 
against 
the 
federal 
government 
“ The channel islands are 
a 
unique 
and 
valuable 
resource,” 
Lagomasino 
said, “ and deserve the full 
protection of the law. We do 
not want, and cannot afford 
to have, a disaster such as 
the one that occurred on the 
federal lease." 
The senator noted that oil 
is still leaking into the 
channel from the blowout, 
and stated that "the oil 


under the islands, if there is 
any there, will not go away 
in the future." He said he 
did 
not 
believe 
present 
technology is sufficient to 
guarantee against another 
blowout if drilling is allowed 
in “ fractured areas" of the 
channel. 


“ The 50-0 vote marked a 
definitive victory for the 
people of Santa Barbara and 
for all persons concerned 
over oil pollution in the 
channel." 
Lagomarsino 
concluded. "They are to be 
congratulated 
for 
their 
perseverance.

Here again it is a pretty sad story reading between the 
lines of the Pacific G as and E lectric Co. stream scouts 
report 
According to PG & E. the north central area is due 
for som e im provem ent in the near future. Most areas are 
experiencing high roily w ater from spow i unotf, but w ater 
is beginning to show signs of clearing up. T here is still lots

elevations. 
Anyone 
contem plating fishing this area is advised to w ait aw hile, 
conditions cannot rem ain bad all the season. 
Locallv Lopez Lake was stocked last week but fishing is 
still on the slow side.

We checked ten 
anglers last week and not one had a report on catching a 
single trout.

As far as local lakes are concerned, perhaps N aeim iento 
holds the center of attraction. White bass are ripping ap art 
the surface in huge schools, and providing anglers with 
srfciting action in m ost any part of the lake. Almost any 
lure cast into a school will produce vicious strikes, and a 
five fish lim it can be filled far too fast to suit m ost anglers. 
But no com plaints have been heard. 
Largem outh bass fishing on the quiet side for the tim e 
being, but a few stringers of fish from 1 to 3 lbs. are being 
taken. Rebels, Fishback and plastic w orm fished in about 
four feet of w ater gets the best action. 
C rappie fishing im proving with the w arm er w eather, 
with fish over 2 lbs being caught. H ere again not just any 
crappie hook up will get action. But a fly rod in this lake 
will also provide lots of action. 
Catfishing very good at nights and early m ornings with 
many lim its of w hite catfish being taken.

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Communication 


“Communicate 
is another one ot those overworked 
words of our time. 
It is usually encountered in such phrases as the need 
to communicate or the "failure to communicate. 
The 
latter, of course, is a tributary gully of the well-known 
communications gap, and everybody knows where that 
one leads - smack dab into the middle of the even wider 
generation gap 
The idea is that a lot of the world's woes are due to the 
simple fact that people (parents-children; husbands- 
wives; presidents-citizens; nations-nations) are talking 
on different wavelengths. 
Each hears the other, but neither one really listens to 
nor understands what the other is saying. They don't 
communicate. 
It’s a myth. 
What we really mean when we talk about a failure to 
communicate is really a failure to convert the other 
person to vour wav of thinking. One expression of this is 
the cry of young people: “ We tried to turn this country 
around by nonviolent persuasion, but nobody would listen 
to us." 
They were listened to; they were just not agreed with. 
Consider a discussion between a father and son that 
ends in total disagreement, suggests Cleveland Plain 
Dealer columnist Howard Preston.

Sire and offspring finally give up and go their separate 
ways, irritated and truculent. 
On the bus to work the - 
next morning, the father complains to a friend that, “I 
just can t communicate with that kid.” 
But most of the time there was communication, plenty 
of it. What was lacking was a meeting of minds. The 
adult got his message across all right but the son wasn't 
impressed. And the youngster communicated with the 
parent just fine, but couldn't “sell" him. 


The United States and the Soviet Union have different 
languages, 
but 
in 
governmental 
circles 
they 
communicate freely and excellently. The fact that the 
two nations differ so often and in so many ways is not a 
matter of understanding but of different viewpoints, not 
an inability to communicate but an inability to convince. 


A person who resists being converted to a religion 
usually understands the proposition perfectly; he simply 
doesn’t want to accept what is offered. 
But the 
evangelist sighs, “ Alas, I couldn't communicate with 
him.” 
When we use the iailure-to-communicate excuse, says 
Preston, we salve our egos by pretending our message 
was superb but the medium fizzled. Thus we convince 
ourselves we have a magnificent product and all we need 
is a better sales technique. 


The smoke filled room 


Tomorrow, school board officials 
will meet in executive session with 
their 
representatives 
who 
are 
currently 
dealing 
with 
Lompoc 
Education Association negotiators. 
The single item reportedly on the 
docket? 
Guidelines 
for 
further 
negotiation 
with 
the 
teacher 
representatives. 
LEAN negotiators took the pulse 
of teaches about a week ago. 
Someday and the 
time may not be far 
off, 
most 
nego­ 
tiating sessions will 
be held in public. A 
vear or two ago, 
courts in Northern 
California 
ruled 
that 
governmental 
bodies could meet 
in 
private 
with 
public employes to 
discuss the broad 
issue of salaries. 
It has been the contention of this 
columnist 
that 
broad 
issues of 
salaries as opposed to the issue of a 
particular employe's salary, were 
the prime business and concern of 
the general public and therefore a 
matter for the w idest kind of public 
discussion. 
The courts obviously don't agree 
and neither do most governmental 
bodies or the workers they employ. 
But how about the public? In the 
case ot school districts, the bulk of 
the budget is carved up in private, 
^m e say. secret sessions. 
Neither side can be blamed for 
anything 
more 
than 
availing 
themselves of the legally granted 


right to repair to the smoke-filled 
room for their negotiations. 
But 
when 
teachers 
want 
to 
improve their public image, if that 
is really necessary, they come to the 
public with breasts bared. In the 
same way when school boards and- 
or teachers want to get public 
support for a bond issue election or 
some other key issue they hold all 
kinds of public sessions and make 
themselves 
available 
for 
public 
questioning 
until 
the 
proverbial 
cows come home. 
In other words, when educators or 
their officials feel that some of what 
develops among them is fit for 
public consumption and some in 
their view is not, they make that 
decision. 
Signficantly, some of those close 
to both the teachers and the school 
board would have it otherwise. One 
key administrator told this colunnist 
some time ago that as far as he was 
concerned, the best approach was to 
"let it all hangout.” 
I can see secret strategy sessions 
on either side for the purpose of 
preparing for a confrontation, but I 
can t see the negotiating session 
itself something that has to be 
hidden behind the mask provided by 
the courts. 
A 
couple 
of 
years 
ago, 
the 
teachers said the administration 
decided to hold joint sessions with 
select members of the public and 
the press invited. Not much was 
ever written about the sessions by 
agreement, but the meetings did 
brief news media on the temper of 
the two sides, on some of the issues

and on the possibilities for solving 
them. 
In more recent times, however, 
the two sides have met and then only 
later if at all, confided to the public 
via news media. 
The disadvantage of the present 
way of doing things should be 
obvious 
to 
anyone 
who 
looks 
dispassionately 
at 
the 
issues. 
Suddenly for example the district, 
and it has occurred just this way, 
comes to the conclusion that funds 
are to be in short supply, or that 
there is an imminent threat to 
previously 
granted 
aid 
monies. 
Immediately there are calls for 
help. And the public responds. 
Or the teachers suddenly decide 
they need help in getting their issue 
some 
additional 
public 
support. 
They too come to the public. 
In either case much has gone 
before the decision to confide in the 
public. 
I 
don't 
think 
any 
rational 
argument can be found to support all 
this. 
In case it needs to be emphasized, 
I'm not talking about discussions of 
a particular employe’s salary or of 
d iscu ssion s 
on 
pending 
or 
threatened litigation. 


Lompoc city officials have been 
exemplary 
about 
holding 
open 
budget sessions. And I'm not close 
enough to them to know if their 
routines could be improved. 


I think it’s time that both the 
school board and the teaches realize 
that the public can be a good 
partner, 
but a wedding in the 
modern sense requires more trust. 


It’s probably too late tor this year, 
but certainly steps should be taken 
now and in the weeks ahead to work 
out a different routine next year. 
Afterall there's nothing in the law as 
far 
as 
I 
know 
that 
prevents 
educators and their officials from 
engaging in more public discussion 
than is absolutely required under 
the law. 


I suppose the one argument that 
will be raised by either side is that 
negotiators work better in private 
and that some might be tempted to 
play to the gallery' so to speak But 
at very least there could be more 
public discussion somewhere along 
the line on the philosophical base for 
the negotiations.

An editor of the Boston Globe was 
so thoughtful as fo scoJ me the text 
of the speech given last month by 
John Kerry to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Mr. Kerry is 
the 
young 
veteran, 
pedigreed 
Bostonian, and Yale graduate, who 
led 
the 
veterans’ 
protest 
in 
Washington. 
The headline, in the 
Boston Globe’s magazine 
reveals 
that the Globe is the only newspaper 
which has twice published ;.n full 
Mr. Kerry’s remarkable address I 
fear that the publication of it was 
intended to suggest that Mr. Kerry’s 
statement was important other than 
in the sense in which I judge it to be 
important. It is very important. 
Consider the words that made 
John Kerry famous. Consider, first, 
the 
haunting 
resonance 
of 
its 
peroration. 
“ (We 
a re 
d eterm in ed ) 
to 
undertake one last 
mission, to search 
out and destroy the 
last vestige of this 
barbaric 
war, 
to 
pacify 
our 
own 
hearts, to conquer 
the hate and the 
fear that 
have 
driven this country 
these last ten years 
and 
m ore 
and 
30 years from now 
go down the street 
without 
a leg, without an arm. or a 
face, and small boys ask why, we 
will be able to say, ‘Vietnam’ and 
not mean a desert, not a filthy 
obscene 
memory but the place 
where America finally turned and 
where soldiers like us helped it in 
the turning.” 
“Where America finally turned." 
One needs to ask: where America 
finally turned from what? 
Mr. Kerry, in introducing himself 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, made it plain that he 
was there not to speak for himself, 
but to speak for what he called “a 
very much larger group of veterans 
in this country.” He then proceeded 
to describe the America he knows, 
the America from which he enjoined 
us all to turn. 
In Southeast Asia, he said, he saw 
“ not isolated incidents but crimes 
committed on a day to day basis 
with the full awareness of officers at 
all levels of command. " 
A grave charge, but the sensitive 
listener will instantly assume that 
Mr. 
Kerry 
is 
using 
the 
word 
"crime” loosely, metaphorically, as 
in “he was criminally thoughtless in 
not writing home more often to his 
mother." 
But Mr. Kerry quickly 
interdicted that line of retreat. He 
went on to enumerate precisely such 
crimes as being committed on a day 
to 
day 
basis, 
“with 
the 
full 
awareness of officers at all levels of 
comm and” . 
He gave tales of torture, rape; 
tales of Americans who “randomly 
shot at civilians, razed villages in 
fashion 
reminiscent 
of 
Genghis 
Khan, shot cattle and dogs for fun, 
poisoned food stocks, and generally 
ravaged the countryside of South 
Vietnam in addition to the normal 
ravage of war 


Mr. Kerry informed Congress that 
what threatens the United States 
isn’t “ Reds” , but “ the crimes” we 
are committing. He told us that we 
have “created a monster, a monster 
in the form of millions of men who 
have been taught to deal and to 
trade in violence, and who have 
returned with a sense of danger. 
And indeed, if American soldiers 
have been called upon to rape and 
torture and to exterminate non- 
combatants, it is obvious that they 
should be ashamed, less obvious 
why they have not expressed that 
shame more widely on returning to 
the 
United 
States, 
particularly 
inasmuch as we have been assured 
bv Mr. Kerry that they have been 


taught to deal and to trade in 
violence. 
A re 
t h e r e 
e x t e n u a t i n g 
circumstances? 
Is there a reason 
for being in Vietnam? 
“To attempt to justify the loss of 
one American life 
in Vietnam, 
Cambodia, or Laos by linking such 
loss 
to 
the 
preservation 
of 
freedom...is...the height of criminal 
hypocrisy, and it is that kind of 
hypocrisy which we feel has torn 
this country apart.” 
It 
is then, we reason retrospectively, 
not alone an act of hypocrisy that 


caused the joint chiefs of staff, and 
the 
heads 
of 
the 
civilian 
departments engaged in strategic 
c a lc ul at ions , 
to 
make 
the 
recommendations they made over 
the 
past 
ten 
years 
to 
three 
presidents of the United States: it 
was 
not 
merely 
hypocrisy 
but 
criminal hypocrisy. 
Underlaying 
that hypocrisy? Mr. Kerry had the 
answer to that too. 
“All that we 
were told about the mystical war 
against communism.” 
The indictment of John Kerry is 
complete.

But the threat is current, and will 
gain substance week by week as 
other counties grant new pay boosts 
to their employees. 
Militancy has become a factor to 
be 
reckoned 
with 
in 
county 
government 
employee 
relations 
with the administration, which is to 
say the office of Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson along 
with the five county supervisors. 
When sheriff’s officers won their 
fight 
for 
higher 
salaries 
after 
staging the first strike of law 
enforcement 
personnel 
in 
the 
county’s history, a new era in labor- 
management relations opened in 
this county. 
Unionism got its foot in the door 
when the administration recognized 
the AFL-CIO Social Workers Union 
as a recognized county employee 
organization. 
This union was the 
first to call 
a 
walkout of 
its 
m em bership 
in 
the 
welfare 
department some years ago. 
Some county observers are saying 
tho 
successful 
sheriff’s 
officer 
strike has now led more or less 
directly to the formation of the new 
county chapter of the AFL-CIO 
International Fire Fighters Union. 
The supervisors recently recognized 
this union as a new county employee 
organization. 
The 
number 
of 
employee 
organizations 
recognized 
by 
the 
Board of Supervisors has now risen 
to five. 
Others are the dominant 
County 
E m p l o y e e s 
A s s n . , 
representing a 
majority of the 
employees; the Sheriff s Relief and 
Benefit 
Assn., 
and 
the 
County 
Attorneys Assn. in addition to the 
social 
workers and 
fire-fighters 
groups. 
Five employee organizations are 
bound to complicate the coming 
wage talks with the administration 
Administrative Officer Johnson has 
reported earlier that his office is 
sorely pressed in carrying out salary 
and fringe benefit talks with fewer 
groups. 
Salary talks are held separately 
with each employee organization. 
This year's conferences could be 
stretched out to record lengths, with 
each group making its own surveys 
and presenting statistical data to 
back pay increase claims. 
The 
supervisors 
last 
year 
committed themselves to having a 
salary review for county employees, 
effective July 1. 
Board chairman 
Daniel G. Grant recently said he felt 
the 
board 
was 
bound 
to

commi tment. 
A 
number 
of 
California 
counties 
have 
set 
a 
pattern 
of 
granting 
new 
wage 
boosts, effective July 1. 
The County Employees Assn. says 
it is gathering data from the eight 
“comparable 
counties which are 
used to help in assessing the Santa 
Barbara County pay levels. 
Also 
gathered will be data on new pay 
levels found in local area industry 


and other private employment. This 
also will play a part in reassessing 
the county salary picture. 
Cost of living goes up 5 to 6 
percent a year, depending on where 
you live. 
County employee groups point to 
this as a prime reason for increases 
no matter what other factors are 
involved. 
When it comes down to making 
final decisions relative to the 1971-72

budget,

supervisors will be faced with the 
question of priorities. What is most
